On  motion  of  E.  B.  Stanly,  Wm.  Murdock,  B.  W.  King  and  J.  C.

The  election  was  had.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

PRESIDENT   AND   DIRECTORS. 

The  President  and  Board  of  Directors  submit  the  folhiowg  Bepo 


During  the  past  fiscal  year,  until  October  26th,  1865,  the  Road  t 
held  and  operated  as  a  part  of  the  Military  Railroad  from  Raleigh  f 
Morehead  City.     Its  management  was  undertaken  on  that  day,  vs 
such  means  as  were  then  at  the  command  of  the  Company. 

The  total  receipts  from  transportation,  as  appears  from  the  Treajam 
rer's  report,  to  which  you  are  referred  for  information  more  in  detj111 
were,  from  October  26th,  1865,  to  May  31st,  1866,  $184*922  25 

The  entire  cash  receipts  over  and  above  the  amount  required  f^1 
defray  the  actual  operating  expenses,  have  been  expended  mainly 
reconstruction.  How,  more  particularly  this  expenditure  has  b^vi 
made,  may  be  gathered  from  the  Treasurer's  report,  and  from  the 
port  of  the  Master  Mechanic,  to  which  latter  report,  also,  you  are 
ferred  for  specific  information.  That  such  expenditure  was  necess 
and  proper  may  further  appear  from  a  statement  of  tbe-conditioi 
the  Road,  its  rolling  stock,  &c,  at  the  time  of  its  restoration  to 
President  of  the  Company. 

The  iron  rail,  except  as  to  a  few  bars  which  had  to  be  removed ; 
replaced  by  others,  was  in  fair  condition  over  the  main  track — 
Government  having  laid  with  other  iron  than  the  Company's,  th 
parts  of  the  track  from  which,  during  the  war,  the  iron    had  b 
torn  up,  and  had  been,  in  part,  sold  by  the  Company,  and,  in  p 
destroyed  or   removed.     The  substantial   bridges   which  had    fecial 
destroyed,  had  been  replaced  by  others  of  temporary  trestle  wort 
those  across  the  rivers — Newport,  Trent,  Neuse,  &c.     The  Road 
was  in  passable  condition  only,  as  about  thirty  thousand  cross 
have  been  put  in,  and  still  a  greater  number  are  needed.     The  Macl 
Shop,  Station  Houses,  Water  Tanks,  Office,  &c,  all  required  reps  ecei 
more  or  less.     Most  of  the  tools  and  material  which  belonged  to 
Machine  Shop  had  been  lost   or  destroyed.     There  was  no  suppliassii 
wood.     The  six  engines  which  were  the  original  property  of  the  Cj  use  i 
pany,  were  received  in  bad  order,  and  were  so  receipted  for  to  the  C 
ernment,  except  the  "  John  Stanly,"  which  was  receipted  for  as 
running  order."    There  were  received  also  in  bad  ( >rder  twelve  platfi  s 
and  ten  covered  cars,  about  a  half  dozen  of  which  were  fit  for  ten 
rary  service;  also,  three  passenger  coaches,  two  mail  cars,  three  I  ad 
gage  cars,  and  two  others  used  as  such.     There  was  no  money  in 
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[treasury,  and  no   available  assets    of  the  Company. 

In  such  condition  the  operations  of  the  Road  were  resumed  on 
the  26th  day  of  October  last,  and,  it  is  matter  of  congratulation  that, 
after  a  protracted  and  desolating  war,  the  effects  of  which  were 
severely  felt  by  the  Company,  theirjEoad  should  have  been  restored 
to  them  in  no  worse  condition. 

The  engine,  "John  Stanly/*  first  passed  over  the  track  with  a  pas- 
senger train,  and  in  a  day  or  two  thereafter,  freights  were  moved  by 
|  wo  engines,  the  "Scout"  and  the  "Vulcan;"  and  twenty  platform  and 
seven  box  cars,  which  had  been  hired  from  then  Col.  J.  F.  Boyd,  Chief 
Quarter  Master  for  North  Carolina,  to  be  returned  on  the  30th  day  of 

November  following,  the  advertised  day  of  Government  sale  of  engines, 
,\kc.  In  the  meantime  the  old  cars  and  engines  were  temporarily  re- 
paired, and  an  arrangement  was   effected  with   the  Government  in 

Washington  City,   through  which  the  same  hired  engines  and  cars 

lamed  were  purchased,  together  with  some  material  for  a  sum  in  all 

^mounting  to  fifty-one  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-three  dollars 

]ej;md  ninety-three  cents,  and,  for  this  sum  the  bond  of  the  Company 

vas  executed  to  the  United  States  payable  at  two  years,  in  monthly 
[instalments,  and  at  seven  and  three-tenths  per  centum  interest  per 

innum.  Other  purchases  were  made,  of  one  engine  the  "Blue  Bird." 
(■even  platform  and  five  stock  cars,  iron  rail,  spikes,  lumber,  tools  and 

naterial  for  Machine  shop,  from  the  Government,  and  two  box  cars 
kom  Chatham  Railroad  Company,  one  first,  class  passenger  coach 
^rom  Messrs.  Jackson  &  Sharp,  Wilmington,  Del.,  of  hand  cars,  &c, 
[ii'om  New  York,  but  cash  was  paid  subsequently  from  the  receipts  of 

he  road.     It  is  believed  that  except  as  to  the  debt  contracted  with 

he  Government  of  which  five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-eight 
;  Lollars  and  four  cents  has  been  liquidated,  the  company  has  managed 

0  operate  within  its  own  means  since  operations  were  resumed. 
The  old  rolling  stock  has  been  overhauled  and  repaired — some  of 

|jt  at  considerable  cost  and  with  much  labor.     The  road  bed  has  been 
reatly  improved.     The  bridges  have  been  kept  in  safe  repair.     The 
ciltatiou-houses,  water-tanks,  machine-shop  and  office  have  all  under- 
gone repair,  and  there  is  now  ou  hand  as  appears  from  the  report  of 
the  Master  Mechanic,  about  twenty-one  thousand  dollars   worth   of 
aterial,  &c,  purchased,  not  used. 

The  gross  receipts  have  increased  nore  than  three  fold  over  ihose 
jeceipts  for  the  same  length  of  time  during  any  former  period  of  the 
operations  of  the  road.     On  the  whole,  under  the  somewhat  embar- 
jassing  circumstances  of  the  company,  their  success  has  been  oppor- 
^'f  ',ane  and  gratifying. 

The  agents  and  employees,   with  but  few  exceptions,  have  in  the 
tischarge  of  their  several  duties  pertaining  to  Railroad  service,  which 
seldom  an  easy  service,  done  well. 
The  Master  Mechanic,  Mr.  E.  J.  Clayton,  has  worked  with  energy 

1  nd  success,  and  the  President  would  commend  him  to  the  Stock- 
"jj  folders  for  his  uniform  sobriety,  industry,  and  persevering  attention 


to  the  important  duties  of  the  most   important  mechanical  depart 
ment  of  Railroad  service,  the  Machine  department. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  company  can 
not  be  more  accurately  or  satisfactorily  presented  than  as  follows  :

It  is  suggested  that  before  the  end  of  the  Fiscal  Year,  May  31st 
1867,  this  sum  may  be  increased  rather  than  diminished.  A  mor< 
substantial  bridge  across  the  Neuse  river  should  be  constructed  be 
fore  the  coming  winter,  if  possible,  as  the  present  trestle  bridge 
though  safe  and  serviceable  is  liable  to  be  carried  away  by  extraor 
dinary  freshet.  Some  additional  rolling  stock  may  be  required- 
covered  cars  should  be  built  or  purchased  and  the  remaining  unre 
paired  engines  must  be  repaired  at  considerable  cost,  or  new  one 
should  be  pm-chased.  It  may  be  hoped,  however,  that  the  fiUuri 
receipts  of  the  road  may  be  sufficient  to  meet  operating  expenses  an( 
all  necessary  outlays  in  future  for  a  thorough  equipment  and  putting 
in  order  the  entire  road. 

All  matters  of  account  between  the  company  and  the  Honorabl 
John  M.  Morkhead,  as  one  of  the  original  contractors,  have  been  re 
ferred  lately  to  the  arbitrament  and  award  of  the  Honorable  Thoma 
Ruffin.  The  reference  embraces  all  matters,  legal  and  equitable,  a 
well  those  not  in  suit  as  those  in  suit.  No  award  or  awards  have  a 
yet  been  published.  But,  the  company  may  anticipate  an  early  settk 
ment,  finally,  of  a  long  delayed  and  embarrassing,  if  not  vexation 
matter  of  dispute — with  entire  confidence  that  when  made  accordin 
to  the  award  or  decision  of  one  whose  integrity  has  been  a  long  lil 
time  above  suspicion,  whose  legal  ability  has  been  long  recognize( 
and  whose  reputation  as  a  judge  is  known  in  both  Hemispheres,  i 
will  be    made  justly  to  all  parties,  and  nobody  will  gainsay  it. 

In  order  to  facilitate  mainly  through  transportation  via  Newbern  t 
the  interior  of  the  State,  the  President  was  authorized  and  directe 
by  unanimous  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  have  repaire 
and  enlarged  the  wharf  and  ware-house  thereon,  on  the  Neus3  rive 
near  the  Depot  grounds.  The  work  is  in  progress,  and  may  be  con 
pleted  by  the  first  day  of  August,  and  when  completed,  may  be  mac 
available  to  promote  and  facilitate  transportation  with  a  saving  * 
expense  by  way  of  commissions,  dray  age  and  wharfage,  heretofo] 
serious  obstacles  to  through  transportation,  especially  via  Newber 

The  Government  wharf  and  buildings  thereon,  which  were  coi 
structed  at  Morehead  City  for  military  operations,  were  purchase 
for  cash,  at  Nine  Hundred  and  Six  Dollars.  One  of  the  buildiiij 
with  a  privilege  of  a  portion  of  the  wharf,    not  however  exclusive 


il 
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the  Companj',  was  sold  to  Messrs.  Duncan  &  Ramsay  for  the  same 
sum  which  the  whole  cost.  This  wharf  and  the  buildings  thereon, 
were  purchased  and  paid  for  under  protest,  because  it  was  claimed 
"that  they  had  been  transferred  by  the  Government  as  part  of  the 
road,  as  it  was  on  the  26th  of  October  last.  "Whether  it  would  be  ad- 
visable to  keep  them  up  in  good  repair,  must  depend  in  future  upon 
'the  necessities  of  the  road  and  circumstances.  They  cost  the  Gov- 
rnment  thirty  thousand  dollars  or  more, — but  the  wharf  may  not 
be  safe  longer  than  the  coming  Summer  without  material  repairs. 

Two  steamship  lines,  the  one  by  way  of  Newbern,  the  other  by  way 

:>f  Morehead  Citj^  both  from  New  York,  have  contributed  largely  to 

khe  through  freight  of  the  road.     These  steamship  lines  should  fe- 

eive  encouragement  and  aid  from  both  the  North  Carolina  Railroad 

'Company  and  your  own  ;  because    in  the  opinion  of  the   Board  of 

Directors,  the  system  of  through  freight,  from  New  York   especially, 

ho  the  interior  of  the  State,  which  steam  vessels  will  best  maintain 

Hnd  build  up,  is  that  system  up on  which  the  North  Carolina  Railroad, 

bo  a  large  degree,  and  the  Atlantic  and   North  Carolina   Railroad, 

3almost  entirely,  must  depend  for  future  success. 

Whilst  efforts  have  been  made  to  promote  safe,  expeditious  and 
Economical  through   transportation,  by  agreements,  as  to  "  through 
fears,"  "through  tariff  rates"  and  through  tickets,  on  the  part  of  both 
pie  North  Carolina  Railroad  Compairy,  and  the  Atlantic  and  North 
y  Carolina  Railroad  Company — these  efforts  have   been   attended  with 
[but  partial  good  results.     The  difficulties  in  the  way  are  inherent  in 
J'bhe  management  of  separate  corporations.     The  two   corporations 
aught  to  be  one.     And  the  question  of  "  consolidation,"  of  the  North 
^Carolina  Railroad  and  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina   Railroad,  is, 
|jin  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  one  that  should  receive 
pour  early  consideration.     Let  there  be  a  conjunction  or  "  consolida- 
tion" of  these  roads,  and  there  would  grow  an  united  and  strengthened 
interest  in  the  success  of  the  entire  line,  as  one  line  from  Charlotte 
*to  Morehead  City.     The  stock  of  both  Companies  interested  would 
Hoe  appreciated,  as  the  business  of  both   would   be   improved.     Such 
m  union  of  capital  and  interest  would  stimulate  domestic  commerce — 
vould  ultimately  induce  foreign  commerce,  and  would  greatly  advance 
►and  build  up  a  commercial  prosperity  for   North  Carolina,  without 
detriment  to  any  of  her  works  of  internal  improvement.
